'D added an intermediate buffer stage. ‘'E changed buffer amp tube type, 
replaced modulator with sand state modulator and added automatic output 
leveling. ‘F added varactor diodes for voltage tuning for phase locking to 
frequency synchronizer. 


'E models are fairly common. You shouldn't have too much trouble rounding 
up a manual. 


BTW, 6Q08E and F manuals are loaded with errors. I can give you some tech 
support, I just finished restoring both models.

In fairness, that part of Modern Wonderfulness 
must be laid at a different door than Lucent's). 

In such dealings as I have had with Lucent, they seem to have retained 
all of the warmth and charm of a huge corporate organization but none of 
the advantages. Individual employees are uniformly skilled and helpful 
but the layers upon layers can result in overall performance of a, ummm, 
wait, I just remembered how many lawyers they employ. Never mind! You 
would not believe how loose some of the slander and libel laws are. ;) 


Back to logos--in the last, I left out such fine, evocative ones as 
Harvey-Wells, the Tektronix scope tube & screen-with-squiggle surmounted 
by their name, and Motorola's menacing (too much so to slay--it's still 
around!) "batwing M." Today's technology companies suffer from bland, 


vanilla logos compared the the Greats of Yore! 


*x Hint, the name stems from the same root--think it means "bringer of 
fire" and I don't mean Prometheus!. One of his peers (named Mike) whopped 
him good, or so the story goes.
